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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species 1, claims 1-12, pertaining to a method of forming an active device including a 
first and second patterning to define a first and second feature of the active device, respectively; 

Species 2, claims 13-24, pertaining to a method of forming diodes in an array including 
performing a first patterning operation on a P or N type layer to from a first plurality of strips 
and a second patterning on the first set of strips sequentially; 

Species 3, claim 34, pertaining to a method of forming a pillar on a wafer by patterning a 
plurality of layers in a first direction and patterning the layers in a second different direction; 

Species 4, claims 35-41, pertaining to a method of forming an active device including a 
first patterning to define a first terminal of the active device, and a second patterning to define a 
first feature of an active device; 

Species 5, claims 42-51, pertaining to a method of forming diodes in an array including a 
first patterning of a first silicon layer to for a first plurality of strips and a second patterning to 
define one feature of a plurality of diodes from the first silicon layer; 

Species 6, claims 52-55, pertaining to a method of isolating pillars on an IC, including 
forming a first and second anisotropic etch on patterned structures to form functional pillars; 
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Species 7, claims 56-67, pertaining to a method of forming diodes in an array, including 
patterning the first plurality of layers including an N and P+ layers sandwiching an antifuse layer 
and a second patterning on at least the N layer of the first set of strips.
